trator of Thomas Jauncey's estate. 

Secondly, the text makes it clear that James Jauncey, os a merchant 

to and from Virginia (as indicated by his having to appoint a power 

of attorney to act for him), was representing noneresidents of vire 
ginia in the persons of the administrator and the deceased Thomas 


Jauncey.
